UTAH. 

The report of of Governor Murray 
‘to the Secretary of the Interior, 
published last week in the Salt 
Lake Tribune, is well calculated to 
arrest the attention of the country. 
Very much in earnest, and thor- 
ough impressed with his responsi- 
bilities, Utah’s Governer concisely 
presents to the country a careful 
statement of the condition of af- 
fairs within his territory. From 
his report, supported as it is by 
references to history and existing 
territorial statutes, it seems per- 
fectly clear that the acts of Con- 
gress and decisions of the Federal 
Supreme Court, extending the Con- 
stitution over the Territories, are 
nullified so far as Utal is con- 
cerned. 1 

For thirty years, the Power of 
appointing Territorial officers, oom - 
mitted to the Executives by Con- 
gress, has been usurped by a rebel- 
lilous Legislature. Since A. D. 1851 
a religious organization, incorpo- 
rated under the name of the“ Church 
of Jesus Christ of Latter -Day 
Salnts, has exercised a despotic 
control of temporal and spiritual 
affairs, Authorized by its charter, 
this incorporation has withdrawn 
to itself all jurisdiction over mar- 
riages. There is no provision in 
Utah for the solemnization and 
registration of marriages, except as 
found in the canons of their church, 
written in its secret records. None 
but members of the church are per- 
mitted to inspect the registry of 
marriages, births or deaths. The 
power of the chureh is plenary, in 
the language of the act, to estab- 
lish, order and regulate worship.“ 
Since its organization it has ac- 
quired millions of dollars in pro- 
perty, real and personal, which is 
expressly exempted from taxation. 
In one county alone these posses- 
sions equal in value the vast sum 
of $2,500,000. A large proportion 
of this property is real estate, and 
has been acquired, and is now held, 
in the very teeth of an act of Con- 
gress prohibiting the acquisition of 
real estate by any corporation or as- 
sociation for religious or charitable 
purposes in any Territory of the 
United States, of greater value than

RELATIONS WITH YEXICO. 

At no ume in our national bistory 
has there been u more manifest need 
of close dnd lasting relations with a 
neighboring S‘ate than now exists with 
rexpect to Mexico, The rapid influx 
of our capital and enterprise into that 
country shows, by what has been al- 
ready accomplished, the vast recipro- 
cal advant which must attend the 
its internal development, 

he treaty of commerce and 128 
tion of 1848 has been terminated by t 
Mexican Government, and in the ab- 
sence of conventional engagements, 
the rights of our citizens in Mexico 
now depend upon the domestc statutes 
of that ublic. There have been in- 
stances of harsh infringement of the 
laws against our vessels and citezens 
in Mexico, and of a denial of diplo- 
matic resort for their protection. The 
initial step toward a better understand- 
ing bas been taken in the negotiation 
of a treaty which is still before the 
Senate awaiting its approval. The 
provisions for a reciprocal crossimg of 
the frontier by the troops in pursuit of 
hostile Indians, have been prolonged 
for another year. The operations of 
the forces of both Governments against 
savages have been successful, and 
several of their most dangerous bands 
have been captured or dispersed by the 
skilland valor of United States and 
Mexican soldiers fighting in a common 
cause. The convention for the re-sur- 
vey of the boundary from the Rio 
Grande to the Pacific having been 
ratified and exchanged, the prelimi- 
nary reconnoissance therein stipu- 
lated has beeu effected, and it now 
rests with Congress to make provi- 
sions for completing the survey and 
re-setting ofthe boundary monuments, 

Tue President renews his suggestion 
in last year’s message, that the exist- 
ing treaty with Hawaii be mouitied 
whenever its provisions have power 
detrimenfal to legitimate trade be- 
tween the two countries.

FOREIGN TRADE IN CHINA, 


He says: A question has arisen touch- 
ing the rights of Americans, and other 
foreign manufacturers in China under 
the provisions of treaties which per- 
mit aliens to exercise their industries 
in that country. On this specific point 
our own treaty is silent, but under the 
operation of the most favored nation’s 
ciause, we have a like privilege wich 
those of other powers. hile it is the 
duty of the Government to see that

THE RAILROAD QUESTION. 


Complaints, which have lately been 


to preyent, 


neglected, and which are urgent, are 
those nst certain corporatiens con- 
trolling, in Whole or in part, the facil- 
ities for the inter-State carriage of per- 
sons and merchandise upon the great 
railwaysofthecountry. It is reported 
that in their dealings with the public 
they have been unjust and oppressive 
in their character. In some instances 
the State Governments have attacked 
and nt iy these evils, but in 
others they have been unabi® to afford 
adequate relief because of the juris- 
dictional limitations which are imposed 
on them by the Federal Coustitution. 
The question, how far the National 
Government may lawfully interfere 
in the premises, and what, if any, sup- 
ervision or contro! it ought to exercise, 
is one which merits your careful con- 
sideration. While we cannot fail to 
recognize the importance of the vast 
railway system of the country, and 
their great and beneficial influences 
upon the development of our material 
wealth, we should, on the other hand, 
remember that no individual and no 
corporation ought to be invested with 
absolute power over all the interests 
of other citizens or class of citizeus. 
The right of railway corporations to 
demand a profitable return upon their 
investments and to reasonable free- 
dom in their regulations, must be rec- 
ognized, but it seems only just, so far 
as its constitutional authority will per- 
mit, that Congress should protect the 
. N at large in their inter-Sta‘e 
traffic against acts of injustice which 
the State Governments are powerless
